E have now completed the Eighth Volume of this Collection; 

and important and eventful as the former ones have been, 

the preſent, we will venture to afſert, in the magnitude and muhi- 

plicity of the events it embraces, is certainly not inferior to any

The war againſt France has been carried on with additional vi- 
gour : other powers have acceded to the conteſt; and nations, 
whoſe names rarely occur in the preceding volumes, wifl be 
found in this, amongſt the warmeſt ſupporters of the war. Rufka 
has been one of the principal pillars of the coalition, and, uniting 
her forces with thoſe of Auftria and the Porte, has been one of the 
chief inſtruments in expelling the French from their conqueſts in 
Daly. 


In the Eaſt, Tippoo Sultaun, whoſe hoſtile and perfidious con- 
duct towards this country was little more than ſuſpected when our 
laſt volume made its appearance, has ſince that period furniſhed 
the moſt unequivocal proofs, and, in the proſecution of that hoſti 
lity, has been juſtly deprived both of his ſovereignty and his life. 
The important documents relative, to that war, which has eſta- 
bliſhed on a baſis of the moſt permanent ſecurity the whole of the 
Britiſh poſſeſſions in India, and forming a ſeparate government 
under the Mihiſſoor Maharaj Kiſchenraj Wudiar, a deſcendant of 
the ancient Ranas of Myſore, of a part of the territories poſſeſſed by 
Tippoo, will be found in this volume,

—— 
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Negotiation at Seltz. 


The following,- which came in Manuſcript from Hamburg, is gives 


as the Subſtance of the Secret Negatintion at Seltz. 


N the firſt conference between Count Cobenzel and Neufcha- 
1 teau, the former declared, that although his Imperial Majeſty 
was ready to grant ample fatisfatian for what had happened in 

regard to Bernadatte, yet from a due regard to the ſentiments of 
the people of Vienna, it was neceſſary to conduct this buſineſs 
without precipitation and eclat. The intereſt of both powers 


" ſeemed to require that the conferences at Seltz ſhould be chiefly 


devoted to ſettle ſome material points which called for a definite 


arrangement. Neufchateau having acquieſced in this propoſition, 


the Count went a ſtep farther, and propoſed, that as the congreſs 
at Raſtadt was a mere farce, acted on the part of the Empire, 
under the vote and abſolute guidance of the Imperial cabinet and 
eccleſiaſtical courts, the negotiation for peace ſhould be entirely 
carried on and brought to an iſſue at Seltz, at the cloſe of which 
it would be eaſy to force Pruſſia and the Empire to ſubmit to 
what had been agreed upon between Auſtria and France. By 
command of the Directory, Neufchateau rejected the latter 
propoſition, but entered into the diſcuſſion of the ſubjeQs al- 
luded to by the Count, who propoſed, firſt, ** That, as the ceſ- 
ſion of Bavaria, ſtipulated in the ſecret articles of the treaty of 
Campio Formio, ſeemed to meet with great obſtacles, even jn 
regard to the guarantee promiſed hy the Directory, Auſtria would 
for the preſent deſiſt from demanding this ceſſion, on condition 
that ſuch parts of the borders of Bavaria and of the Upper Pa- 
latinate as were neceſſary for the greater convenience and ſafety 
of the Auſtrian frontiers, be ceded to Auſtria, together with 
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Saltzburgh, Paſſau, Bechtoldſgaden, and all the former poſſeſ- 
ſions ofthe ci- devant republic of Venice.” | 
This propoſal not having been accepted by the Directory, the 
Count offered his ſecond propoſition, wherein he once more 
demanded the ceſſion of the remainder of the ancient Venetian 
dominions, together with the three Roman legations, and the 
dutchy and fortreſs of Mantua, &c. and inſiſted on the treaty of 
Baſle being reſcinded, and that neither Pruflia nor the Houſe of 
Orange would receive any indemnification in Germany. Upon 
this condition Auſtria relinquiſhed her claim of being indemni- 
fied by a part of the German territory. | 
Neufchateau declared this propoſition to be altogether inadmiſ- 
ſible ; in conſequence of which, Count Cobenzel made a third pro- 
poſition, which was in ſubſtance as follows: “ Auſtria, as well 
as Pruſſia, is to relinquiſh all pretenſions of being indemnified 
by any part of the German territory. Such German ſtates as 
have loſt their all, are to be indemnified ; and for this purpoſe the 
ſecularization of eccleſiaſtical poſſeſſions is to be reſorted to, but 
only as far as it is indiſpenſably neceſſary for that object. Au- 
ſtria demands in return the country of the Griſons, the Val- 
teline, the reſt of the ancient Venetian poſſeſſions, the dutchy and 
fortreſs of Mantua, and as much of the Ciſalpine territory, as 
is neceſſary for the ſafety of the frontiers, &c. As to Pruſſia, 
ſhe is to receive no indemnification for the territory ceded on the 
left bank of the Rhine, at leaſt not in Franconia, &c.” 
Neufchateau paid great attention to this project, inſiſting how- 
ever on the preſervation of the treaty of Baſle ; but at length 
he received diſpatches from the Directory, ſeverely cenſuring his 
conduct, in giving Cobenzel ſo much hopes, and directing him 
to declare, That the French government could neither dif- 
poſe of the country of the Griſons, nor of the Ciſalpine terri- 
tory, &c.; that the ſubſiſting treaties with Baaden, Wirtem- 
berg, Caſſel, and Deux Ponts, obliged the French republic to 
favour their indemnification, &c, ; that for this purpoſe eccle- 
Gaſtical poſſeſſions muſt be ſecularized, and France would not 
revent the King of Pruſſia from ſeeking his indemnification in 
Weſtphalia, &c.” | | 
In conſequence of this declaration, the negotiations were 
ſuſpended for a conſiderable time; and upon Neutchateau's urging 
the termination of the buſineſs, Count Cobenzel offered as an' 
excuſe the exiſtence of an important correſpondence between 
Berlin, Vienna, and Peterſburgh, throwing out at the ſame time 
looſe hints of a cloſe connexion being formed between Auſtria 
and Pruſſia, ſo that not only Neufchateau, but alſo the Directory, 
grew uneaſy and diſtruſtful, Count Lehrbach, whom Cobenzel 
had already introduced to Neufchateau, on offering the third 
- propoſition, appeared at Seltz, and made the following _ 
; "an 
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and laſt propoſition, viz. © France may poſſeſs herſelf of Pied- 
mont. Auſtria agrees to cede all her poſſeſſions in Upper Sua- 
bia, by which the EleQor of Cologne and the Elector Pala- 
tine are to be indemnified ; Deux ts being the preſump · 
tive heir of the latter, is not to receive any indemnification, &c. 
Wirtemberg is to be indemnified — a part of the Auſtrian poſ- 
ſeſſions in Upper Suabia, &. The King of Pruſſia ſhall be 
permitted to ſecularize the biſhopric of Hildeſheim for his in- 
demnification (which has already been offered him on the part 
of the Imperial court); nor will Auſtria object to France endea- 
vouring to obtain for the Swiſs republic the Thurgaw, or - ſome 
part of Upper Suabia. Auſtria demands in return that the reſt 
of the ancient Venetian' dominions be ceded to her, together with 
the Valteline, the dutchy of Mantua, and a part of the Tuſcan 
and Ciſalpine territory, 6c. 

« The King of Sardinia ſhall be indemnified by the Ro- 
man territory, and a part of — but Naples is alſo to 
receive as much of the ancient eccleſiaſtical ſtate as is neceſſary to 
render her frontiers more ſafe and convenient. 

«© The three Roman Legations and Lucca are to be allotted to 
the Grand Duke of Tuſcany by way of indemnification, &c. 

«© The point relative to the Batavian dominions is to be ad- 
juſted by Pruſſja, 6c. ; 
«« No ſort of exchange ſhall be ſuffered to take place between 
Pruſſia and Batavia, in regard to the dutchy of Bergues, &c.“ 
Immediately after this - propoſition had been offered by Counts 
Cobenzel and Lehrbach, Neufchateau was directed by the Di- 
reQory to confine his negotiation to the ſole point of ſatisfaction, 
and to declare, that as all the propoſitions made on the part of the 
Imperial court merely tended to aggrandize | Auſtria at the 
expenſe of other powers, unleſs Count Cobenzel could and 
would agree to the promiſed ſatisfaction, the conferences at Seltz 
ſhould be broken off, which they accordingly were.

In the name of the moſt holy and indiviſible Trinity, 


Hl Majeſty the King of Great Britain, and his Majeſty the 
Emperor of all the Ruſſias, in conſequence of the alliance 

and friendſhip ſubliſting between them, being deſirous to enter 
Into a concert of meaſures, ſuch as may contribute in the moſt 
efhcacious manner to oppoſe the ſucceſſes of the French arms and 
the extenſion of the principles of anarchy, and to bring about a 
ſolid peace, together with the re-eſtabliſhment of the balance-of 
Europe, have judged it worthy their moſt ſerious conſideration 
and earneſt ſolicitude to endeavour, if poſſible, to reduce France 
within its former limits, as they ſubſiſted before the revolution. 
They have, in conſequence, agreed to conclude a proviſional

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treaty; and for this purpoſe they have named as their plenipo- 
tentiaries, namely, his Majeſty the King of Great Britain, Sir 
Charles Whitworth, K. B. his envoy extraordinary and miniſter 
plenipotentiary at the Imperial court of Ruſſia ; and his Majeſty 
the Emperor of all the Ruſſias, the Chancellor Prince Beſborodko, 
a privy counſellor, director general of the polts, ſenator, and 
knight of the orders of St. Andrew, of St. Alexander Newſky, 
of St. Anne, and Grand Croſs of thoſe of St. John of Jeruſalem 
and of St. Vladamir, of the firſt claſs; the Sieur Korſchouby, 
vice-chancellor, privy counſellor, and chamberlain, knight of the 
order of St. Alexander Newſky, and Grand Croſs of that of St, 
Vladamir, of the ſecond claſs; the Sieur Roſtopſchin, a privy 
counſellor, member of the college for. foreign affairs, knight of 
the order of St. Alexander Newſky, and of that of St. Anne, 
of the firſt claſs; who, after having reciprocal:y communicated 
their ful! powers, have concluded and agreed upon the following 
articles : 

Art. I. The two contracting powers, in the intention of in-

With regard to the further movements of this corps, and its 
combined operations with the Pruſſian troops, his. Majeſty the 
Emperor of all the Ruſſias will arrange them with his Maj 
the King of Pruſſia, and communication ſhall alſo be made of 
them to his Britannic Majeſty; in order that by ſuch a concert 
between the high allies, the military operations againſt the enemy 
may be made with the greater ſucceſs, and that / the object which

In order to facilitate to his Majeſty the Emperor of all 
the Ruſſias the means to take ſuch an active part in the preſent 
war againſt the French, his Britannic Majeſty engages to fugniſh 
the pecuniary ſuccours herein - after ſpecified ; bis — Ma- 
jeſty of all the Ruſſias nevertheleſs reſerving to himſelf the right 
to recall the aforeſaid body of troops into his own territories, if, 
by any unforeſeen event, the whole of this pecuniary ſuccour 
ſhould not be furniſhed him.

IV. The amount and the nature of theſe pecuniary ſuccours

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In order to enable his Imperial Majeſty of all the Ruſſias 40 en- 
pedite, as ſoon as poſſible, and in the moſt convenient manner, 
tire troops deſtined to be employed in favour of the good cauſe, 
his Majeſty the King of Great Britain engages, as ſoon as he (hal! 
receive advice that the Ruſſian troops, in conſequence.of the de- 
termination of his Majeſty the King of Pruſſia, are to march, in 
order to co-operate with thoſe of his ſaid Majeſty, to pay ſor the 
firſt and the moſt urgent expenſes, 225,000/. ſterling, dividing 
the payments in fuch manner, as that 5 5,000). ſter ling ſhould be 
paid as foon as thoſe troops ſhall have paſſed the Ruſſian froptiers; 
that the ſecond payment, amounting to the ſame ſum, ſhould be 
made on the expiration of the firſt three months and on the com- 
mencement of the fourth; and that the third payment, complet- 
ing the ſum total, ſhould be made in like manner, after three 
months and on the beginning of the ſeventh. ad. His Majeſty 
the King of Great Britain engages alſo to furniſh 10-his Majeſty 
the Emperor of all the Ruſſias a ſubſidy of 75,0001. ſterling oper 
month, to be computed from the day on which the corps of troops 
above mentioned ſhall ,paſs the Ruſſian frontiers. "This ſublidy 
hall be paid at the commencement of each month, and being

V. The two high contracting parties engage not to make either 
peace or armiſtice without including each other, and without 
concerting with each other; but if, through any unforeſeen 
events, his Britannic Majeſty ſhould be under the neceſſity of 
"terminating the war, and thereby of diſcontinuing the. payment 
of the ſubſidy, before the expiration of the twelve months above 
ſtipulated; he engages, in that caſe, to pay three months advance

This treaty ſhall be. conſidered as proviſional ; and its 
xecution, as it has been ſtated above, ſhall not take place until 
his Majeſty the King of Pruſſia ſhall be determined to turn his 
forces againſt the common enemy ; but, in caſe he ſhould not do 
ſo, the two high contracting parties reſerve to themſelves the right 
and the power to take, for the good of their affairs, and the ſue- 
ceſs of the ſalutary end they may have in view, other meaſures 
analogous to the times and circumſtances, and to agree then upon 
thoſe which, in ſuch a caſe, they ſhall judge to be moſt neceſſary, 
adopting always as a baſis (in as much as it ſhall be compatible)

jeſties have employed for this purpoſe having been unſucceſsful, 
and that prince perſiſting in his adherence to his ſyſtem of neu- 
trality ; the two high contracting parties, in order to neglect no- 
thing on their part which may contribute to the ſucceſs of the 
good cauſe, have reſolved that the ſaid body of 45,000 men, ori-

ls Majeſty the geg of Great Britain and his Majeſty the 

Emperor of all the Ruſſias, in conſequence of the friendſhip 
and the ties of intimate alliance which exiſt between them, and 
of their common and ſincere co-operation in the preſent war 
againſt the French, having conſtantly in their view to uſe 
every means in their power moſt effectually to diftrefs the enemy, 
have judged that the expulſion of the French from the Seven 
United Provinces, and the deliverance of the latter from the 
yoke under which they have ſo long groaned, were objects wor- 
thy of their particular conſideration, and wiſhing at the fame time 
to give effect, as far as poſſible, to a deſign of that importapce, 
| their ſaid Majeſties have reſolyed to conclude with each other a 
convention 
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convention relative to this plan, and to the moſt proper means of 
carrying it into the moſt ſpeedy execution. For this purpoſe they 
have named as their plenipotentiaries, to wit, his Majeſty the King 
of Great Britain, Sir Charles Whitworth, his enyoy extraordi- 
nary and miniſter plenipotentiary to the Imperial court of Ruſſia, 
knight of the order of the Bath; and his Majeſty the Emperor of 
all the Ruſſias, the Count of Kotſchoubey, his vice-chancellor, 
actual privy counſellor, actual chamberlain, knight of the order 
of St. Alexander Neu ſky, commander of that of St. John of Jeru- 
ſalem, and great croſs of the order of St. Viadamir of the ſecond 
claſs ; and the Count of Roſtopſchin, his actual privy counſellor, 
member of the college of foreign affairs, director - gęneral of the 
polts, knight of the order of St. Alexander Newſky, and of St. 
Anne of the firſt claſs, great chancellor and great croſs of that 
of St. John of Jeruſalem ; who, after having reciprocally commu- 
nicated to each other their full powers, have agreed upon the fol-

Art. I. His Majeſty the King of Great Britain, thinking that 
the object above announced cannot be better attained than by the 
aid of a body of Ruſſian troops, his Imperial Majeſty, notwith- 
ſtanding the efforts which he has already made, and the difficulties 
of his employing an additional body of forces to act at a diſtance 
from his dominions, has, nevertheleſs, in conſequence of his con-

But as that number of troops, according to the plan propoſed by 
his Britannic Majeſty, is not ſufficient, and as it has been judged 
that 30,000 men would be neceſſary for that purpoſe, his ſaid Ma- 
jeſty will, on his ſide, furniſh 13, 00 men of Engliſh troops, or at 
leaſt 8,000 men, if that ſmaller number ſhould be deemed ſufficient, 
and amongſt whom there ſhall be a proportion of cavalry ſufficient 
for the ſervices of ſuch an army. * 

IT. This corps of troops of 17,593 men, together with the 
neceſſary artillery, ſhall aſſemble at Revel, in order that they may 
be from thence conveyed to their deſtination, either in Englith - 
or other veſſels freighted by his Britannic Majeſty. 

III. In order to enable his Majeſty the Emperor of all the Ruſ- 
ſias to afford to the common — this additional and effifacious

IV. The amount and the nature of thofe pecuniary ſuccours

ence, by means of the meaſures which the Ruſſian commanders or 
commiſſaries may take for that purpoſe, his Britannic Majeſty, upon 
the requiſition of the miniſter of his Majeſty the Emperor of all 
the Ruſſias, reſiding at his court, ſhall furniſh whatever may be

I. Although it be ſtated in Article II. of the convention conclu 
this day, that the corps of Ruſhan troops, forming 17,593 men, 
deſtined for the expedition to Holland, ſhall be cunveyed io its 
deſtination in Engliſh, or other veſſels freighted by his Majeſty the 
King of Great Britain ; nevertheleſs, in order ſo much the more 
to facilitate this important enterpriſe, his Majeſty the Emperor of 
all the Ruſſias conſents to furniſh ſix ſhips, five frigates, and two 
tranſport veſſels, which being armed en fluttes, will receive on 
board as many troops as they ſhall be able to contain, whilſt the 
xemainder of the ſaid corps ſhall be embarked on board of Engliſh 
or other tranſport veſſels, ireighted by his Britannic Majeſty. 

II. His Majeſty the Emperor of all the Ruſſias will lend theſe 
ſhips and frigates upon the following conditions: 1ſt. There fhall 
be paid by England, upon their quitting the port of Cronſtadt, in 
order to go to the place of rendezvous, which is Revel, the ſum of

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ple aſſiſtance, both for neceſſary repairs, and for the accommoda- 
jon of the crews and officers, 

IV. As the ſix ſhips, five frigates, and two tranſports, above 
nentioned, having been originally intended for another deſtination, 
ere furniſhed with proviſions for three months, his Britannic 
ajeſty, inſtead of furniſhing them in kind, as it is ſtated in the 
econd article, engages to pay, according to an eſtimate which ſhall 
be made, the value of theſe proviſions. With regard to the officers, 
his Majeſty the King of Great Britain will adopt the ſame prin- 
ciple as has been followed until the preſent time, reſpecting the 
officers of the Ruſſian ſquadron which is joined to the naval forces 
of England. That ſhall ſerve as a rule for indemnifying them 
for the preparations which they may have made for the campaign, 
ſuch as it had been originally intended to take place.

IS Majeſty the Emperor of the Ottomans, and his Majeſty the 
Emperor of all the Ruſſias, equally animated with a ſincere 
deſire, not only to maintain for the good of their reſpective ſtates 
and ſubjects the peace, friendſhip, and good underſtanding which 
happily ſubſiſt between them, but further to make them contribute 
to the re-eſtabliſhment and ſecurity of the generat tranquillity ſo 
ſalutary for humanity, and at preſent ſo much diſturbed, have re- 
ſolved to draw ſtill more cloſe the bonds which unite them by the 
concluſion of a treaty of defenſive alliance. Accordingly their 
Majeſties have chofen and nominated for their lenipotentiaries, 
that is to ſay, his Majeſty the Emperor of the Ottomans, Eſſaid 
Ibrahim-Ihmed Bey, with the title of Cadileſkier of Romelie ci- 
devant Iſtamboul-Effendi, and Achmed Alif, Reis-Effendi; and his 
Majeſty the Emperor of Ruſſia, the noble Vaſſili Tamara his privy 

= | - counſellor 
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counſellor and ambaſſador extraordinary at the Ottoman Porte; 
who, after having exchanged their full powers in due and proper 
form, have agreed upon the following articles: 

I. There ſhall be always peace, friendthip, and good under. 
ſtanding between his Majeſty the Emperor of the Ottomans, and 
the Emperor of all the Ruſſias, their empires and ſubjects as well 
by land as by ſea, in ſuch manner as that by this defenſive alliance 
there ſhall be eſtabliſhed between them an union ſo intimate that 
they ſhall in future have the ſame friends and the ſame enemies; 
in conſequence, their Majeſties promiſe to open their minds without 
reſerve, the one to the other, upon all ſubjects which concern their 
reſpective tranquillity and ſafety, and to take all neceſſary mea- 
fures to oppoſe themſclves to every hoſtile enterpriſe that might 
prove injurious to them, and for the re-eſtabliſhment of general

II. The treaty of peace concluded at Jaſſy, the 29th December

word for word in the preſent treaty of defenſive alliance, 

III. To give to this alliance full and complete effect, the high 
contracting powers reciprocally guarantee their poſſeſſions. His 
Majeſty the Emperor of all the Ruſſias guarantees to the Sublime 
Porte all its poſſeſſions without exception, ſuch as they exiſted be- 
fore the invaſion of Egypt: and his Majeſty the Emperor of the 
Ottomans guarantees all the poſſeſſions of the Court of Ruſſia as 
they at preſent exiſt, without exception. | | 

IV. Although the two parties reſerve to themſelves the right of 
entering into negotiations with other powers, and of concluding 
with them all treaties that their intereſts may require, they bind 
themſelves, however, one to the other, in the moſt formal manner, 
to inſert nothing in ſuch treaties that may be able to cauſe the. 
leaſt prejudice, injury, or loſs to either of the two, or affect the 
integrity of their ſtates. On the contrary, they bind themſelves re- 
ciprocally to do every thing which may be able to preſerve and 
maintain the honour, ſecurity, and advantage of both the one and 
the other. | . 
V. If there ſhould be formed any plan or enterpriſe hurtful to the 
two powers, or one of them, and that the forces which may be em-

THE French republic and the Helvetic republic, in execution 

ol the article XV. of the treaty of alliance concluded at 
Paris the 2d FruQidor in the 6th year of the French republic 
(19th Auguſt 1798), and being defirous to ſecure in a may” 
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the moſt invariable and reciprocally advantageous, the commer. 
ial relations of the two countries, have nominated, for the pur- 
pole of carrying a treaty of commerce into completion of 2 ef- 
ect, to wit, the RY Directory of the French republic, 
on the one part, Citizen Charles Maurice Talleyrand, miniſter 

of foreign affairs, and the Executive Cong of the Helvetic 

republic, on the other part, Citizens Pierre Joſeph Zeltner, and 
Amedee Jenner, miniſters plenipotentiary; who, after having 
exchanged their full powers, have agreed to the following ar- 
ticles :— | 

Art. I. Neither of the two republics ſhall ever be at liberty 
to prohibit the importation, conſumption, or carfiage of any 
merchandiſe of the growth or manufacture of the other republic 
its ally; on condition that ſuch merchandiſes ſhall be accompanied 
with certificates of their origin. 

II. Neither of the two republics ſhall ever prohibit the ex- 
portation of any produce of its territory or manufactures de- 
ſtined for the republic its ally, except corn or flour, and that 
only when the ſame prohibition ſhall have taken place by a 
general regulation extending to all nations : and as a prohibi- 
tion at preſent exiſts in France, againſt the exportation of grain, 
the French republic, conſidering the indiſpenſable want of this 
article under which the Helvetic republic labours, and deſit- 
ous to give it a particular proof of its affection, conſents that it 
ſhall be authorized to export annually, on its own account, 
from the French territory a million of myriagrammes 'of corn 
or flour, on condition that it ſhall be carried by the following 
places, viz. Verſoix, Jougnes, Verrieres-de-Joux, and Bourg 
Libre, on Swiſs carriages, conduQed by Swiſs carriers; and in

Gentlemen of the Senate, and Gentlemen of the 
Houſe of Repreſentatives, 


WHILE with reverence and reſignation we contemplate the 
diſpenſations of Divine Providence, in the alarming and de- 
ſtructive peſtilence with which ſeveral of our cities and towns 
have been viſited, there is cauſe for gratitude and mutual congra+ 
tulations, that the,malady has diſappeared, and that we are again 
permitted to aſſemble in ſafety at the ſeat of government for the 
diſcharge of our important duties. But when we reflect that this 
fatal liforder has, within a few years, made repeated ravages in 
ſome of our principal ſea-port towns, and with increaſed malig- 
nancy; and when we conſider the magnitude of the evils ariſing 
from the interruption of public and private buſineſs, whereby the 
national intereſts are deeply affected; I think it my duty to in- 
vite the Legiſlature of the Union to examine the rg nome” of ' 
eſtabliſhing ſuitable regulations in aid of the health-laws of the

treaty, and enſure its obfervance.

The commiſſioners appointed in purſuance of the fifth article 
of the treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, between the 
United States and his Britannic Majeſty, to determine what 
river was truly intended under the name of the river St. Croix, 
mentioned in the treaty of peace, and forming a part of the 
boundary therein deſcribed, have finally decided that queſtion. 
On the twenty-fifth of October, they made their declaration, 
that a river called Schoodiac, which falls into Paſſamaquoddy 
Bay, at its north-weſtern, quarter, was the true St. Croix in- 
tended in the treaty of peace, as far as its great fork, where one 
of its ſtreams comes from the weſtward, and the other from the 
northward ; and that the latter ſtream is the continuation of the 
St. Croix to its ſource. This deciſion, it is underſtood, will 
preclude all contention among individual claimants, as it ſeems 
that the Schoodiac and its northern branch bound the grants of 
lands which have been made by the reſpective adjoining. govern- 
ments. A ſubordinate queſtion, however, it : has been ſuggeſted, 
ſtill remains to be determined.

Although we have ſincerely wiſhed, that an adjuſtment of our 


differences with the republic of France might be effected on ſafe 
and honourable terms, yet the information you have given us of 


the ultimate ſailure of the negotiation has not ſurpriſed us. In 
the general conduct of that republic we have ſeen a deſign of 
univerſal influence, incompatible with the felf-government, and 
feſtrufive of the independence, of other ſtates. In its conduct 
fowards theſe United States, we have feen a plan of hoſtility 
ut ſued with unremitted conſtancy, equaily diſregarding the 
6bligations of treaties and the rights of individuals.

It was a propoſition to 
which I had given my negative above a month before, when made 
to me under an injunction of ſecrecy by the miniſter of foreign 
relations. I was then informed, that an immediate rupture

bia the United States have entruſted the affairs of the embaſſy, had 
mo- a joint agency therein, I have carefully imparted to them all the 
* propoſitions which you have requeſted, and the relative con. 


ferences, and to yourſelf our deciſions thereon; regretting, at 
| the 
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the ſame time, the unfortunate and embarraſſing circumſtance 
which impoſed on me this diſagreeable taſk. Bur as, by the tenour 
of your letter, it is now expected that they will quit the terri. 
tory of the French republic, it wilt be impoſſible for me to be 
the medium of, or to take any meaſures which will be painful 
to my colleagues, or not to afford them all the aſſiſtance in my 
power; and it would be moreover inconſiſtent with the line of 
conduct which, you well know, Citizen Miniſter, I have uni- 
formly obſcrved, for removing the unfavourable impreſſions which 
exiſted on the part of this government againſt them. Indeed, 
in our laſt letter, there is a conditional application for paſſports, 
which, as it appears to me, ſuperſedes the neceſlity of a hint to 
them on this ſubject; and General Marſhall is waiting impa- 
tiently for an anſwer to that part of it which, reſpects a letter of 
ſate conduct for the veſſel in which he and his ſuite may take 
paſſage for the United States, to determine whether he ſhall em- 
bark from France or from Great Britain; but the nnfortunate 
ſituation of General Pinckney, with reſpect to the critical ſtate 
of his daughter's health, renders it utterly impoſſible for him to 
depart under exiſting circumſtances. 

You have propofed,. Citizen Miniſter, the 5th or 7th of this 
decade for me to refume /reprenare) our reciprocal communi» 
cations upon the intereſts of the French republic and of the 
United States.

I am not diſpoſed to 
impute to you a miſtake if you have not made it; although [ 
think that your letter will warrant the conſtruction I gave it: be 
this as it may, juſtice requires that the Preſident of the United 
States ſhould be free from the imputation of having concealed 
official communications, when he had publiſhed all, which-it was 
poſſible for him to have received, 

You ſhould have preſumed, as you ſtate, that after having 
received and tranſmitted to Philadelphia your note of the 28th 
Ventoſe (the 18th of March), I would wait at Paris for inſtruc- 
tions, and further powers, if neceſſary. But I had a right to 
expect, from what had paſſed between us before the arrival of 
the brigantine Sophia, and indeed after it, that I ſhould have 
received, for the conſideration of the government of the United 
States, propoſitions on the part of this government, for recon- 
ciling the differences, and reſtoring friendſhip between the two 


republics; that I ſhould, ere this, have been on my paſſage to 


the United States; and that a French miniſter would have been 
ſent to Philadelphia to complete the negotiation, 

I accordingly informed you, before the arrival of the brigan- 
tine, that I ſhould embark for America in June ; and after her 
arrival, that I ſhould take my paſſage in her, as ſoon as ſhe could

again aſſure you, that it will give me the greateſt pleaſure, if,

Note upon the ninth Article of the Convention between France and th 
United States, of the 14th November 1788. 


THE beginning of this article declares, © That the conſuls 
and vice-conſuls may cauſe 1o be arreſted captains, officers, ma- 
riners, ſailors, and all other perſons, being part of the crews of 
the veſſels of the reſpective nations, who ſhall have deſerted from 
the ſaid veſſels, in or̃der to ſend them back and tranſport them out 
of the country. For which purpoſe the ſaid conſuls and vice 
conſuls ſhall addreſs themſelves to the courts, judges, and officer 
competent.” Before 1792, it frequently happened that the judge 
acting under the authority of the individual ſtates, have pre 
tended that they were incompetent. On the 14th April 139% 
an act of Congreſs declared, that the diſtri judges, acting unde 
the authority of the United States, ſhould be competent. Al 
the judges of the individual. ſtates have ſince thought | themſelves 
juſtified in declining to render their aid; but as there are ma- 


do not even always reſide at a port, the French conſuls and 
vice-conſuls have often been unable to hinder deſertion, to tif 
great detriment of the veſſels of their nation. The conſuls 
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he United States do not experience thoſe difficulties in the ports 
of the republic. Reciprocity, as well as the meaning of the ar- 
ticle, require that it ſhould be declared, that all the officers of 
jultice having power to order the arreſt of mariners, ſhall be 
conſidered competent, and as ſuch bound to comply with the 
requeſt of the conſuls, in the manner and in the caſes ſtipu- 
lated. 

The article proceeds, “ and ſhall demand the ſaid deſerters 
in writing, proving, by an exhibition of the regiſters of the veſſel's 
or ſhip's roll, that thoſe men were part of the faid crews.” 

The mariners have often waited till the departure of their 
veſſel to deſert, and have afterwards not only braved the autho- 
rity of the conſul, but ſerved to debauch other crews. It has 
often been ſufficient for them to go from one port to the neareſt 
neighbouring port, to be. ſecure from all purſuit, The conſul 
being no longer able to produce the roll with eaſe, or not having 
it in his power to detach it from the veſſel where it ſhould re- 
main, is no longer admitted to make a claim. He in vain pro- 
duces a copy of the roll made in chancery, and duly authenti- 
cated—no faith is aſcribed to it, notwithſtanding the tenour of the 
firſt paragraph of the 5th article of the convention; it is main- 
tained that the original roll is neceſſary; and thus the ſpirit of 
an important ſtipulation is deſtroyed, by the ambiguity attributed 
to the letter. It would be requiſite to declare, that by the re- 
giſter or ſhip's roll, not only the original is underſtood, but 
every authentic copy or extract, certifed to be conformable to 
the original, by a judge of the country, before the departure of 
the veſſel, and that this extract or copy ſhall have, in all the 
ports of the reſpective powers, the ſame force with the original,

Nate upon the twelfth A rticle of the Convention between France and the 
United States, of. the 14th November 1788. 


THIS article has been executed in France in its literal mean- 
ing, and in its implicit meaning: that is to ſay, that all the dif- 
ferences between the citizens of the United States in France, 
have been left to the deciſion of their conſuls, and that the ſen- 
tenees of the latter have been executed, when coercion was ne- 
ceſſary, in the ſame manner and by the ſame officers of juſtice as 
the ſentences of the French tribunals. | 

Nothing has been changed in this reſpect, ſince the cſtabliſh- 
ment of the republican form of government, notwithſtanding 
the jealouſy which is peculiar to it, and which the judiciary au- 
thoriies of every country poſſeſs in general. | 

It has been judged, as to the literal meaning, that the juriſ- 
diction given to the conſuls of the United States over their coun- 
trymen, was not in any reſpect optional. The 12th article does 
not declare in effect that all the differences may be determined, &c. 
which would imply only a power in perſons of the nation to ſue 
before their conſuls, and a power in the latter to admit or decline. 
It declares formally that all differences ſhall be determined, &c. 
Which implies a reciprocal obligation upon the perſons of the 
tion and their conſuls. This obligation is confirmed by the lalt 
paragraph, which pronounces an abſolute interdiction upon the 
territorial officers, civil or military, to interfere in any manner 
whatever ; and conſequently obliges the perſons of the nation t9 
apply to their conſuls, and the conſul to decide their differences. 

It has been judged, as to the implied meaning, that the ſtipula-

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jon being expreſs, mutual, and guaranteed by the public faith, 
acluded within it the engagement to give it effect.

ences. But this execution can proceed only from the territorial 
power which dilpoſes of the force. e | 
It has finally been judged, that this kind of juriſdiftion was 
ot in any reſpe& repugnant to the local ſovereignty, becauſe its 
admillion was mutually agreed upon; chat it did not ſtand in 
ompetition with the French tribunals, becauſe it did not embrace 
bjects common to them; that it did not abridge the territorial 
izhts, becauſe it extended only to foreigners. 

There has been no reciprocity on the part of the United States, 
therein this queſtion has been viewed under a different aſpect ; 
and the French government has conſtantly received complaints 
pon this ſubject. In 1792, attention ſeemed to be paid to the.

THIS article declares that the convention ſhall be fully and 
completely executed during the ſpace of twelve years, to be rec- 
koned from the day of the exchange of the ratifications. 

The exchange took place in January 1790, and the term ap- 

inted will expire in January 1802. | 

It will be proper, before that period, to ſet about the reviſion of 
the convention. Many articles require it. The French re- 
public will ſhow itſelf leſs jealous of the privileges of the conſuls, 
than of. the ſtipulations uſetul to its merchants and navigators, 
The United States will doubtleſs be guided by the ſame laudable 
views. The two republics will the more readily agree on this 
ſubject, as they are founded upon the ſame principles. 

But it is poſſible that on the one ſide or the other the parties 
may not be prepared at the time fixed for the intended negotia- 
tion; that more experience may be deſired; or that they may 
not even agree as to the beſt ſyſtem to be adopted. The French

A tranſaction clandeſtinely negotis 
ted, ends by conſecrating, to the detriment of a friendly nating, 
the pretenſions of its implacable enemy. After that time nothi 
has paſſed between the American government which the r 
tions thwart, and the miniſters plenipatentiary of the republic 
who could not avoid making them, but'a correſpondence gr 
increaſing in aſperity.

TH deputation of the Empire cannot explain how, upon the 

very detailed note of the 17th October (26th Vendemiaire) 
the miniſters of the French republic could confine themſelves, ig 
their note of the 7th Brumaire (28th October), to an abſolutely 
negative reply, and to ſimple reference to their note of the 120 
Vendemiaire (3d October), without entering into any ulteriot 
details upon ſtil] conteſted articles; and rendering that reply (til 
more bitter by expreſſions and declamations as unexpected, in the 
very moment of a reconciliation fo near at hand, as contrary to 
uſage in public and diplomatic negotiations between two pacih- 
cators eltceming themſelves reciprocally. If the deputation of 
the Empire cannot remove difficulties which ariſe from the nature 
of affairs, they certainly do not ſeek to prolong labour, but to 
give it, on the contrary, a fixed direction: and as they endeavour, 
above all, to conceive all objects clearly, and thereby to avoid 
all double meaning, they could have wiſhed to have been-in- 
formed of the paſſages in the note, in which the French miniſter 
think, nevertheleſs, double meanings are to be found. 


The deputation employ themſelves, and inliſt only upon pro- } 
poſitions juſt and equitable in themſelves: and if their declarations ma

they have, beſides, acceded to demands of the higheſt importance. 
They have renounced the rights of the Empire upon the Auſtrian 
Low Countries and Savov, as well as upon the fiefs of the Em- 
pire ſituated in the Ciſalpine. They have conſented to the abo- 
lition of the tolls of the Rhine. For the ſecurity of Mentz, 
hey have abandoned the Iſle St. Pierre, ſituated on the Thalweg. 
They have even given an aſſurance of the demolition of the fortreſs 
of Ehrenbreiftein, ſituated npon the right bank of the Rhine. 
They have come to an underſtanding, with ſome modifications 
reciprocally convenient, upon the Thalweg and the courſe of the 
Rhine, which is to form the limits of the two ſtates, upon the 
free navigation of that river, and the keeping up a towing road. 
They have conſented to the re · eſtabliſhment of the commercial 
bridges of the Rhine which have exiſted hitherto, and they have 
not oppoſed the building of other bridges: they have ſolely placed 
as a condition of it, the uſe, neceflity, and at each time the con- 
ſent of the Emperor and the Empire. With reſpect to the de- 
pendences of the eccleſiaſtical eſtabliſhments, the deputation have 
entirely acceded to the convention reſpecting the 8 object 
propoſed by France. They have confined themſelves ſimply to 
the making of propoſals upon the application with regard to the 
perſonals and capitals compriſed in it. They have conſented to 
the demand, not to conſtrut new forts or fortreſſes on the ripht 
bank of the Rhine, for three thouſand toiſes from Kehl and Cal. el. 
Finally, they have even determined to charge themſelves with the 
private debts as well as thoſe of the countries contracted tor the 
war of the Empire, together with the debts of the ſtates of the 
left bank, which ſhall be indemnified upon the right bank. 

No nation that is and will remain free and independent cauld 
make greater ſacrifices. No ſtate will conſent to ſimilar ceſſions 
and conditions, unleſs it very ſincerely deſires peace as the termi-

On what then can the reproach, that the deputation do not 
viſh for peace, be founded? Is it, perhaps, becauſe they reſuſe 
o charge the right bank with the communal debts of the war 
ontracted on the left bank? 8 are not even charged upon the 
French republic as national debts, and of which the republig will 
rather be, in the event, the moſt conſiderable creditor.) Is it 
decauſe they demand that individuals, who have hitherto been 
itizens of the German ſtates, ſhould not be treated as French 
migrants ; that thoſe whom the war has rendered miſerable, 
hould not become more ſo by peace? The German-Empire will 
eligiouſly fulfil the future articles of the peace: but conditions

The well-being of Germany is 
entruſted to them ; their duties, conſequently, preſcribe to them, 
notwithſtanding their love for peace, which cannot be made 2 
matter of doubt. It is thoſe ſame duties, juſtice and equity,

To fo great a number of individuals become miſerable, theſe 
obfervaiions and demands no longer concern ceſſions of countries, 
fixing of limits, commercial advantages, but the rights, property, 
tranquillity, and even the lives of German ſubjects. The national 
dignity has impoſed upon the deputation the law of ſpeaking 
with warmth in favour of thoſe Germans ; they demand only 
that which has been granted at every peace, and every ceſſion of

The deputation think they may ſubmit, with full confidence, 
to the judgment of their contemporaries, and of poſterity, the 
whole of their conduct to the prefent moment, as well as the 
obſervations contained in the preſent note: they rely, neverthelels 
always upon the juſtice and equity of the French government:

His appearance cauſed as much pleaſure to thoſe who welt 
preſent as the ſtate in which he was inſpired them with i 
tereſt.

It this day lays be- 
re you details which will prove not leſs clearly the hoſtile con- 
vance of the court of Turin, which, joined to the machina- 
ons of the Sicilian King, have rendered that propoſition neceſ- 
ry which they made io you, to declare war againſt the Kings 
Naples and Sardinia, For a long time has Europe reſoupded 
ith accounts of the perfidy of the Neapolitans; and for a long 
me muſt it have been aſtoniſhed at the magnanimous moderation 
the Executive Directory; while, on the other hand, the ſincere 
eſire of the French government to live at peace with the King 
pf Naples was not leſs manifeſt, Superior to the juſt indigna-

Beaten every where by our victorious 
mies, they have been received in all the different places of this 
blony, occupied by the Engliſh; civil and military employments 
ve been given to them ; and when they were thought ſufhciently 
mon ong to put in execution their plans of independence, connected 
eh the cabinet of St. James's, and the federal government, the 
ercid88021i(h commanders made a ſhow of retiring, but without taking 
ih them the troops in the pay of England, not even the offi- 
ts who commanded them. It was in vain that, in order to 
ſtroy the ſources of the evil, I had excepted from the amneſty 
ery individual who had filled civil and military employments 
the ſervice of the King of England ; for a crowd of emigrants, 
om without, came and joined them.

By 
ow addreſſing to you general views relative to privateering and its 
onſequences, it is perſuaded it perfeQly fulfils thoſe intentions 
which it has been actuated. 

The practice of privateering is the natural conſequence of a 
ate of war; but it is not a private at, by which a citizen of 2 
ountry, of his own accord, and at his own expenſe, aſſociates in en- 
erpriſes againſt the general enemy. The government, being alone 
reſted with the right of carrying on hoſtilities, has the ſole direction 
nd guidance of whatever forms a part of the means of war; and 
t is in virtue of that right it gives the private adventurer its ex- 
reſs authority to ſeek, fight, and capture enemies ſhips; an 
uthority without which he cannot act. 

Thus the direct object of privateering is to intercept and deſtray | 
he commerce of the nation with which we are at war; therefore 
|| ſhips which ſail under an enemy's flag are evidently liable 0 
eizure. But if it may happen, on the one hand, that an enemy's 
hip may contain the property of a government, or an individual, 
teutral or friendly; 15 on the other, it ought to be remembered 
hat belligerent nations, who cannot navigate with ſafety under 
heir own flags, borrow thoſe of neutral powers, in order to pro- 
ect their property, and thus ſecure the continual and eaſy ex- 
portation of the produce of their ſoil and induſtty. The repeated 
nd partial practice of this deceit diminiſhes that reſpect which is 
Jue to a neutral flag, and renders it neceſſary to adopt the means 
pt diſcovering and ſeizing enemies' property wherever it may be 
net with on the ſea, and by whatever flag it may be protected. 

It is therefore a duty to form a legiſlation, with reſpe& to pri- 
atcering, applicable to that object alone, not only to determine 
ind regulate its action, but to judge and decide upon its conſe · 
mences.

e have ſeen them, while held in ſuſpenſe—neither received nor 
jected—yielding to the importunities of private agents of the 
ench government, and hearing and diſcuſſing their propoſitions, 
alting as they were, in the hope that when theſe ſhould be 
| ſhown. 
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ſhown to be utterly inadmiſſible, others, founded in reaſon 8 
equity, and in the uſual courſe of diplomatic negotiation, wig 
be brought forward, Doubtleſs they alſo wiſhed, when their a 
niſhment at the firſt overtures had ſubſided, by liſtening ſtill 
to ſuch diſhonourable propoſitions, to aſcertain the true chan 
of the French government, We have ſeen them, after Waiting 
weeks from the preſentation of a copy of their letters of crede, 
entirely unnoticed, ** ſolicit an attention to their miffion,” and 
liciting in vain. Thus denied an official hearing, they hoped 
an unuſual ſtep to excite the attention of that government: ty 
determined to tranſmit to the miniſter a letter repreſenting & 
views of their own government in relation to the fubjets in i 
pute with France, This letter, dated the 17th, was delivendt 
1ſt of January 1798. Waiting near a month without an anſve, 
and „ ſtill being anxious to hear explicitly from Mr. Talleyral 
himſelf, before they ſent their final letter, whether there were 
means, Within their powers, of accommiodating our differen 
with France, on juſt and reaſonable grounds,” on the 27th of k 
bruary they delired “ a perſonal interview on the ſubject of the 
miſſion ;” and afterwards a ſecond interview. They remark @ 
what paſſed at theſe meetings, © that the views of France, wi 
regard to the United States, were not eſſentially changed find 
their communications with its unofficial agents in the precedi 
October.“ | | 

At length they received Mr. Talleyrand's letter of the 1 
March 1798, in anſwer to theirs of the 19th of January, Ti 
miniſter's letter repreſented the complaints of France; as uſu 
charging the American government with the inexecution of i 
treaties with 'France—with diſſimulaiion—inſinuating, that u 
tribunals were ſubje& to a ſecret influence—holding up the Bs 
tiſh treaty as replete with evil and injury, and © the prin 
. grievance of the republic”—accuſing the American governmed 
of a wiſh to ſeize the firſt favourable occaſion to conſummate 
intimate union with Great Britain, and ſuggeſting that a de 
and partiality to that power have long been the principle of! 
conduct of the federal government. 

To this letter of the French miniſter, the envoys ſent their u 
on the 3d of April. This reply and their former letter detect i 
ſophiſms and erroneous ſtatements of the miniſter, expoſe M 
naked aſſertions, refute his arguments, repel his calumnies, 
completely vindicate the fidelity, the juſtice, and, as a 5 
power, the impartiality of the government of the United dus 
and, at the ſame time, exhibit the weighty and well-founded o 
plaints of the United States againſt the French republic. 

Hitherto, inſtead of a deſire to obtain a reconciliation, ve 
diſcover in the French government only empty profeſſions d!

On the 2oth of April, Mr. Gerry addreſſes a letter to the 
nilter, and preſſes him to come forward with propoſitions far 
minating all differences, reſtoring harmony, and re-eſtabliſhing 
amerce between the two nations. He receives no anſwer. On 
28th he confers with the miniſter, who ſays he cannot make 
poſitions, becauſe he does not know the views of the United 
nes in regard to a treaty, Mr. Gerry gives him the informa- 
n, He then promiſes in three or four days to deliver Mr.

t that treaty had been made, by the French government, its

The ſecretary and Mr. Gerry had alſo ſome unimportant a 
verſation about the conſular convention. And it is plain that 
whole object of the ſecretary's viſit was to amuſe, by been 
alive Mr. Gerry's hopes of ſome pacific arrangements. 

On the 26th of May Mr. Gerry had a conference with 
minilter ; preſſing on this, as on former occaſions, the necell 
of ſending a miniſter io the United States with powers to ne 
tiate, to which, he ſays, the miniſter acceded ; but aſterm 
explained himſelf to mean a miniſter to reſide there after the u 
fication of the talked-of treaty. 

Such are the proceedings of the French government, by 
miniſter, Mr. Talleyrand, before the arrival of the printedd 
patches of the envoys. We diſcover nothing but a propolit 
for treating with Mr. Gerry alone, which he had repeated|y« 
clared to be impoſſible, and on terms which Mr. Gerry hin 
as well as the other envoys, had long before pronouriced to 
utterly inadmiſſible, becauſe directly repugnant to their inlt 
tions. We ſhall now ſee, by an examination of Mr. Gen 
ſubſequent communications, that the publication of the en 
diſpatches, far from cauſing a diſcontinuance of negotiations m 
him, or any change in the diſpoſition of the French governne 
more unfriendly to the United States, incomparably greater x 
for negotiating was exhibited afterwards than before. 

On the 3oth of May the miniſter announces io Mr. Ger! 
publication of the envoys' diſpatches. In his letter of the? 
of June, he ſays this incident only . for a moment ſuſpended

remain at Paris, to accelerate the negotiation, “ the draw

On the 27th of June the miniſter again writes to Mr. Gerry; 
ad in language the moſt importunate, ſuch as had never before 
en uſed, urges him not to withdraw, “ when the French 
pwernment, ſuperior to all reſentments, and never liſtening to 
y thing but juſtice, manifeſts itſelf anxious to conclude a folid 
1 mutually ſatisſactory agreement.” The miniſter even ob- 
rves that the firſt of the ** three points“ mentioned in his pre - 
ling letter (reſpecting amicable declarations about mutual re- 
iminations) might be poſtponed, that the third (about the con- 
lar convention) would doubleſs experience no difficulty on either 
de, after the ſecond ſhould be amicably ſettled : that it was to 
e ſecond therefore they ſhould firſt attend; it being fo much 
e more important, as it embraced the ſource of all the differ- 
ces between the two nations. And on the 22d of July the 
iniſter renounces all demands of “ loans and explanations on 
e ſubject of ſpeeches ;” and even affects to be hurt that Mr. 
rry thould have mentioned them: although both he and his 
vate agents had before ſo long and fo obſtinately perſevered in 
manding them of the envoys, as the indiſpenſable preliminaries 
d a negotiation, And doubtleſs it is partly owing to the publi- 
tion of their diſpatches, thereby expoſing to the world thoſe 
ameleſs demands, with the ſcandalous propoſition of the dou- 
ur, that they are now relinquiſhed, : 

In adducing theſe circumſtances to ſhow the increaſed zeal of 
French government, ſince the publication of the diſpatches,

In a word, the more clearly the impoſſibility of entering on4 
formal negotiation appeared, the more was it prefſed by the 
French miniſter. Mr. Gerry, in his letter to Mr. Talleyrand d 
July 2oth, as juſtly as pointedly expoſes the boaſted zeal of the 
miniſter : * You was the firſt, you affirm, to preſs ſeriouſly the 
negotiation : you will agree with me that the merit would hae 
been greater, had the meaſure itſelf been feaſible.” Again be 
ſays to the miniſter, «© You frequently remind me of your exer- 
tions (to negotiate), which I am diſpoſed as much as poſlibe

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It is neceſſary to make a few obſervations on the decree of the 
xecutive Directory of the giſt July 1798. 

This decree was fent after Mr, Gerry to Havre; and he ſup- 
oſes that the official impediments, which for feveral days pre- 
ented his ſailing, are to be aſoribed to the miniſter's deſire of 
ſending the decree by him. The miniſter introduces it as # a 
art of the meaſures which he had announced to Mr. Gerry on 
the 22d of July.” In his letter of that date to Mr. Gerry, the 
miniſter ſays, * By information which the government has juſt 
received, it indeed learns that violences have been committed u 

the commerce and citizens of the United States in the Weſt 
Indies, and on their coaſts. Do it the juſtice to believe that it 
needs only to know the facts, to diſavow all acts contrary to the 
laws of the republic and its own decrees, A remedy is preparing 
for it, and orders will ſoon arrive in the Weſt Indies, calculated 
to cauſe every thing to return within its juſt limits.” This © re- 
medy” is the decree of the 3iſt of July, ; 

1. The firſt article of this decree confines to the ſpecial agents 
of the Directory, the right of iſſuing commiſſions to cruiſers ; 
and requires theſe to conform themſelves to all the laws relative 
to cruiſing and prizes, and eſpecially to thoſe of the iſt of Octo- 
ber 103. Although the injunction to conform to all the laws of 
the republic relative to cruiſing was ominous, as the laws moſt 
recently promulgated and beſt known were themſelves the ſources 
of the depredations and evils of which we complained; yet not 
imagining that a decree introduced with ſo much ſolemnity, of 
which one copy was ſent to Mr. Gerry, another to the American 
conſul-general at Paris, and a third to Mr. Letombe, late conſul-

The agents however had before take 
Care of this; they had been accy/tomed to limit the duration d 
privateers' commiſſions; and if they continued to cruiſe after they 
expiration, ſuch privateers ſhould have been conſidered. as deſtituy 
of commiſſions, and conſequently, if they made any captures 
as pirates. But the agents knew their intereſt better: they dd 
not puniſh the piratical captors, they did not declare their cap 
tures void, and reſtore the property to the neutral owners, but 
declaring ſuch captors to have no title to the captured veſſels and 
cargoes, took the whole to themſelves. A remarkable inſtand 
occurred in the laſt year, in the caſe of the Eaſt India ſhip Nev 
— belonging to Philadelphia, to redeem which, the owner 

ave paid to General Hedouville, ſpecial agent of the Execuim 
Directory in St. Domingo, upwards of two hundred thouſand 
dollars in caſh. Whether any, and what portion of ſuch prize 
money goes into the cheſt of the republic, Cow not informed. 

3. The third article declares that all agents and other deputies 
ian the neutral poſſeſſions, appointed to decide there on the valid 
of prizes taken by the French cruiſers, and who ſhall be ſuſpected 
of having a direct or indirect intereſt in the cruiſers, ſhall l 
immediately recalled.

For although bs 
French privateers and their prizes find aſylums in the Swedilh un 
.Daniſh iſlands, yet the papers are carried thence to Guadaloupt 
and there the captured veſſels receive their doom under the ſuper 
intendance of another ſpecial agent of the Executive Direay 
Victor Hugues. And even the captured American veſſels carr 
into the Weſt India ports of Spain and Holland, do not the 
receive ſentence : theſe caſes are decided by the agent or his der 
ties, or other French tribunals, eſtabliſlied in the iſland of % 
Domingo, frequently, if not generally, in the abſenct of th 
maſters and ſupercargoes.

But what has been more notorieus than French depredations o 
neutral, and eſpecially on American commerce, in violation d 
treaties, and the Jaw of nations? Theſe have been coeval witl 
the exiiling war in Europe; but were multiplied under the loole 
decree of the Executive Directory paſſed: the 2d of July % 
declaring that “ the flag of the French republic will treat neum 
veſſels, either as to confiſcation, to ſearches, or to capture, in the 
ſame manner as they thall ſuffer the Engliſh to treat them.“ 

This decree committed the whole commerce of neutrals, in the 
firſt inſtance, to the rapacity of French privateers, and then tothe 
diſcretion of their agents, conſuls, and tribunals, Theſe hat 
only to ſay, truly or falſely, that the Engliſh treated neutral i 
any given way, and then they were to treat them in the ſane 
manner. Accordingly we have ſeen Santhonax and Raimond 
_ commiſſioners of the French government in St. Domingo, inthe 
adjudication of an American veſſel, on the 10th of January 70 
declare, That the reſolution (or decree) paſſed by the Execure 
Directory, on the 24 of July 1796, preſcribes to all the arm 
veſſels of the republic, and the armed veſſels belonging to ind. 
duals, to treat neutral veſſels in the ſame manner as they ſuffer the 
Engliſh to treat them ;” and © that it is in conſequence of the 
above reſolution of the Executive DireRory, and in conſequence 
the manner in which the Engliſh government in the Antilles wen 
neutral veſſels, that the commiſſion paſſed their reſolution of i 
7th of January, by which they declare all neutral veſſels bound 
or from Engliſh ports, to be legal prize.” From theſe facts, zo 
the tenour of the decree itſelf, we can form but one conclulioh 
That it was framed in ſuch indefinite terms, on purpoſe to gm 
ſcope for arbitrary conſtuQions, and conſequently for unlimite 
oppreſfion and vexation. I 

But without waiting for this decree, the commiſſioners of the 
French government at St. Domingo began their piracies on i

ere daily taken; and declare that they had learnt, by divers per- 
ons from the continent, that the Americans were perhdious, cor- 
opt, the friends of England, and that therefore their veſſels no 
nger entered the French ports, unleſs carried in by force.” 
After this recital, before the Council of Five 1Jundred, Paſtoret 
akes the following remarkable refleQions: - | 
« On reading this letter, we ſhould think that we had been 
reaming ; that we had been tranſported into a favage country, 
here men, ſtill ignorant of the empire of morals and of laws, 
ommit crimes without ſhame and without-remorſe, and applaud 
hemſelves for their robberies, as Paulus Emilius or Cato would 
ave praiſed themſelves for an eminent ſervice rendered to their 
ountry. Cruiſers armed againſt a friendly nation! Repriſals, 
hen it is we ourſelves who attack ! Repriſals againſt a nation 
hat has not taken a ſingle veſſel of ours! Riches acquired by the 
onfiſcation of the ſhips of a people. to whom we are united by 
uics, and whom no declaration of war had ſeparated from us! 
Ide whole diſcourſe of the agents may be reduced to theſe few 
ords ; Having nothing wherewith to buy, I ſeize ; I make my- 
If amends for the property which I want, by the piracy which 
ariches me; and then I flander thoſe whom F have age 
This is robbery juſtified by ſelfiſhneſs and calumny.” Yet San- 
onax, one of theſe robbers, and the chief of thoſe DireQorial 
nts, continued in office, and going a few months afterwards 
om Saint Domingo to France, was received as a member into 
ne of the legiſlative councils. 
Paſtoret alſo adverts to a letter from Merlin, then miniſter of 
lice, and now a member of the Executive Directory, to Mr. 
kipwith, conſul general of the United States, which alſo appeared 
the journal of the Directory; and quotes the following paſſage: 
t your government break the inconceivable treaty which it 
ncluded on the 19th of November 1794, with our moſt impla- 
ule enemies; and immediately the f rench republic will ceaſe 
2 to 
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to apply in its own favour the regulations in that treaty, which 
favour England to the injury of France ; and I warrant you th 
we ſhall not ſee an appeal to thoſe regulations, in any tribund, 
to ſupport unjuſt pretenſions,” —* Have I (ſays Paſtoret) read thy 
rightly ? Unjuſt pretenſions ! Could it be poſſible that they ſhoulf 
thus have been characterized by the miniſter, who is himſelf thei 
agent and defender?“ 
After all, this “ inconceivable Britiſh treaty” was itſelf bur 
retext to countenance the unjuſt pretenſions,“ as Merlin hin 
ſelf calls them, uſed by the French government in its tribunals 
for the purpoſe of condemning American veſſels. The details| 
have already given prove it. I beg leave to adduce other evidence, 
It is the teſtimony of Mr. Barlow, an American by birth, but ſa 
* ſeveral years paſt a citizen of France, a man of acknowledged dif 
cernment and talents, devoted to the French republic, and intimaz 
with her leading men. Mr. Barlow has long reſided at Pam 
and cannot have miſtaken the views of the French government, n 
the motives of its conduct, Mr, Barlow's letter, dated at Par 
the iſt of March 1798, to his brother-in:law Mr. Baldwin, ka 
doomed the writer to infamy : yet when it deſcribes the principla 
and conduct of the French republic, it merits attention. He (azz 
« that act of ſubmiſſion to the Britiſh government, commonly 
called Jay's treaty, is uſually conſidered, both by its friends and 
enemies, as the ſole cauſe, or at leaſt the great cauſe; of the preſeat 
hoſtile diſpoſition of the French republic towards the United States 
This opinion (ſays he) is erroneous.” He then proceeds to u 
enumeration of a variety of matters which he ſays have influencet 
the conduct of France. But the moſt provoking, and the moſt us 
pardonable of all the offences of the United States againſt France 
was, fortunately, not an act of the government, but an act of tl 
ople. The freemen of the United States, “the true Amen 
cans,” dared to exerciſe their independent rights, and, contrary v 
the wiſhes of the French government, and the endeavours al 
practices of its miniſter Adet, elected Mr. Adams to the offied 
reſident.

[ have already ſhown that the maſs of depredations on the com- 
erce of the United States, under the French flag, of which we 
juſtly complain, are not thoſe committed, as the Directory in 
eit preamble inſinuate, by foreigners and pirates, but by 
rench armed veſſels commiſſioned by the government or its agents 
r whether commiſſioned or not, whoſe acts in capturing American 
eſſels receive the ſanction of French conſuls, of French tribunals, 
d of the ſpecial agents of the Directory. I have ſhown that 
he laws of France and the Directorial decrees are themſelves the 
purces of thoſe violations of treaties and the law of nations, which 
ave cauſed ſuch immenſe loſſes to the citizens of the United States. 
nd to the proofs already offered, that the information of ſuch ag- 
reſſions and abuſes, particularly in the Weſt Indies, and on the 
oalt of America, was not, as the preamble ſuggeſts, but “ re- 
ently received,” I may add, that their ** ſpecial agents” autho- 
Ized thoſe depredations and violations of the law of nations, by 
lecrees aſſuming the laws of the republic, or the acts of the Exe- 
utive Directory, for their baſes—by decrees printed and publiſhed, 
nd undoubtedly from time to time reported by thoſe agents to the 
Directory itſelf, Further, theſe outrages on the American com- 
nerce have for years paſt been the theme of every tongue, and 
led columns in our newſpapers—thoſe newſpapers which Mr. 
barlow ſays, © the office of Foreign Affairs (at Paris) regularly re- 
faves,” I will conclude this point with the teſtimony of Mr. 
*tombe, late conſul general of the French republic, and ſtill re- 
ding in Philadelphia. He has long ſince, and repeatedly, aſſured 
e that he collected all thoſe accounts of depredations and out- 
ages committed by French privateers, and tranſmitted them to his 
government at Paris, 
| In relation to the depredations and outrages committed by the 
French on the commerce of the United States, I have ſaid that as 
great, if not as numerous abuſes were practiſed by the French in 
Lurope, and even in France itſelf, as in her remote poſſeſſions: 
ad that this fact was but too well known to our citizens, who 
d felt ſeverely their effects. Among theſe we have ſeen the 
ale of the ſhip Hare, Captain Hayley; but never in all its diſ- 
Vor.

his pocket he returned to London; and ſoon after carried the hy 
Here and her cargo as a prize into France. 

«« The ſhip and cargo were both claimed by the America 
owners; and upon the unveiling of this infamous proceeding bs 
fore the lower tribunals, the judges heſitated, and finally reſuld 
to ſanRion ſo unheard-of a fraud; though, inſtead of reſtoring tt 
property to its lawful owners, they on ſome frivolous pretence 
judged both ſhip and cargo to be good prize to the nation. Late 
the tribunal in the laſt reſort, upon the appeal of Hayley, has . 
verſed the judgment of the lower court, and * decreed the (hip al 
cargo to be condemned as good prize to this renegado. 

« If a tranſaQtion more groſsly corrupt and infamous has 66 
curred in the Weſt Indies, I have not heard of it; and yet wit 
this caſe of unequalled infamy and corruption before them, ſax:

'F HE high decree of commiſſion to the general aſſembly of the 
Empire, refpeAing the renewed ſtate of war of the Empne, 
and the duties to which that ſtate ſubjects its members, affords ne 
an Opportunity to communicate to you my thoughts upon a ſub« 
ject with which my mind has been occupied for fome time, z 
abſolutely neceffary for the honour and welfare of onr common 
country, namely, the furniſhing of contingents- for the Imperi 
army and the army of the Empire. tl] - 
Ihe proceedings of France at the negotiations of Raſhad, 
when Germany ſincerely wiſhed for peace, are univerſally known, 
It is alſo known, how, during an armiſtice, the German Empire 
has been offended, and expoſed to freſh dangers of iavaſion and 
revolution, by the ſubjugation of Switzerland. Its proceeding 
againſt the fortreſs of Ehrenbreitſtein, during the negotiations, 
and contrary to exiſting treaties, are circumitances wnparalleled 
in hiſtory. In ſhort, its offences againſt the rights of nations in 
general, of which it had been guilty ever fince the opening of 
the negotiations for peace, could leave no doubt that it had not 
only refolved on the renewal of war againſt Germany, but alſo 
the deſtruQion and ſubjugation of this ancient confederation, ſo 
formidable when undivided. Preparations were actually making 
for this purpoſe. The enemy's plan of operations, in its material 
points, was the ſame as that on which they proceeded in 1796 and 
1797.
